Winnipeg, Feb. 9.— At the trial of 
Donald Todd for the- murder of Gar- 
don, Yendca.il, a Winnipeg fireman, 
swore than on January 27, Todd made 
two -written confessions to him, written 
on n piece of paper, one of which, on a 
piece of window blind B« follows: 

"Tliis is a certify that I, (so-and-so), 
have committed the crime of nvurdor on 
I October, 1900, on account 'of an alter- 
I option and money against .Tolm G6r- 
| don. (Signed) Todd." The trial has 
' many surprises, but it is hardly expeet- 
i ed that Todd will be found guilty. 



London, Feb. 0. — A comprehensive 
view of the International (situation re- 
veals only improved prospects for con- 
tinued peace and harmony. From the 
British, standpoint, Queen Victoria's 
death appears to have strengthened, 
rather than weakened Great Britain's 
position among the nations. A sufficient 
time has elapsed since Victoria ceased 
to reign for the foreign ollice to feel the 
political pulse of the capitals of Europe, 
and the briefest examination, com- 
menced in no spirit of cocksureness, re- 
sulted in a feeling of sate security at 
Downing street. The foremost factoi 
in this, naturally, is Emperor William's 
attitude. Responsible officials here 
make no attempt to conceal their elation 
at the circumstances attendant on His 
Majesty's visit. They do not shut their 
eyes to the dissatisfaction the Emperor 
has* caused among certain sections of 
his subjects, but rely implicitly on the 
imperious force of Germany's ruler to 
successfully overcome the internal ob- 
ligation engendered. Closer relations 
undoubtedly now exist between Great 
Britain and Germany. 

Lord Salisbury ami Lord Lansdowne 
are quite prepared to hear Count von 
Billow (the imperial chancellor) satir- 
ically belittle the effect of Emperor 
William's visit; hut in Downing street 
this will be taken as meant purely for 
home consumption, and as merely more 
evidence of the skilful hand of the Em- 
peror. 

The alliance between Great Britain 
and Portugal scarcely needed fhe visit 
of King Charles to render it stronger. 

t the continued stay of that ruler is 
believed to be likely to bring the poo- 
pies of Portugal and Great Britain in 
closer touch, thus rendering easier the 
work of their respective governments. 
So far as the diplomatic phase goes, the 
Associated Press is officially informed 
that nothing now has resulted from the 
King of Portugal's stay in England. 
The mutual responsibilities in connec- 
tion with Delagoa Bay were too well 
understood previously to need further 
discussion. Thus Portugal, Germany and 
Great Britain are believed to be more 
closely united than ever in their history 
—united by a compact that, in the opin- 
ion of leading British statesmen, is 
stronger even that the Dreibund. which 
is 'yearly becoming more of a tradition 
than a 'working agreement. 

The only feature of the recent interna- 
tional happenings regretted at Downing 
street, is tin' Emporor'N decoration of 
Field Marshal Lord Roberts with the 
Order of the Black Eagle. It is thought 
11 is Majesty went almost too far. in 
view of the hostile comments the Ger- 
man press is in the habit of showering 
on Great Britain's South African gen- 
erals. "Still," says- the officials, "Em- 
peror William never does things by 
halves." 

Neither in China nor in other parts of 
the world do Russia and France, in the 
foreign office's view, give any indication 
of counter action against this activity 
of British diplomacy. Lord Salisbury 
is said to rely on Emperor William to 
keep in touch and harmony with the 
Czar. So long as this is> feasible. 
France in not expected to take any seri- 
ous initiative. Moreover, aceordin 
despatches in the Britis 
Anjriopihobism seems to 
since the Quen's death. 
Italy a.re put down as sure to do nothing 
cout'rarv to Emperor William's wish. II 
is eafsil'v seen Emperor William is now 
the dominating figure in European if- 
foirs. To this Great Britain lias no ob- 
jection. She has made it possible and 
trusts to benefit by it. Relationship be- 
tween the reigning families of Europe 
is not held to be of much account in Urn 
chancellories; but. so far aw it goes, it 
believed King Edward VII. 's personal- 
ity will tend to improve its degree of 
potoncv. 

More important to some cabinet min- 
isters than the European situation is 
the belief that a solution of the Nicar- 
aguan canal dispute can be arrived at 
without tin' slightest; friction. With 
rhe exception of China, this was the on- 
ly serious cloud on Great Britain's dip- 
lomatic horizon previous to tin' Queen s 
death. Now it is hoped it will disap- 
pear. 'Pin- exclusive announcement by 
the Associated Press yesterday, that 
Great Brita.in is about to make a coun- 
ter proposition to the United States on 
the basis of the Unite!! States amend- 
ments to the Hay-Pauncefoto treaty, 
which nTO likely to necessitate extended 
negotiations, not a word of which is 
known in England, may be safely de- 
scribed as a. pound of Salisbury and an 
ounce of Eansdowno. Lord Lansdowne 
Is said to have taken up a rather ag- 
gressive standpoint, insisting on the ob- 
servance of the ethics of treaties-, but 
the same spirit of compromise, which, it 
is hoped, will be shown by the United 
States, prevailed within the British, cab- 
inet, Ix>rd Salisbury, as usual, gaming 
his point. Whether the cabinet is un- 
dulv optimistic in thinking the United 
States will consider or agree to a coun- 
ter-proposition, time alone will show. 
As- a foreign office official said, continu- 
ously, "nothing is ever settled by one 
despatch." , . . 

Simultaneously with the accession of 
King Edward, whom, incidentally, go f- 
ers refer to as the first sovereign who 
has played golf since .Tames 11., the 
waters of the Nile 'have been turned 
back. Sir .lohn Aird cabled this week: 
"The last channel has been closed at As- 
i„. ;:• you can walk across the Nile. 
This 'will solve the problem of supplying 
corn in Egypt. The excellent piece <>£ 
dam construction will have to with- 
stand a severe strain when the Nile 
rises with the next floods.

Soon officers' uniforms ire likely to bo 
as common in London streets an pri- 
vates' uniforms are now.

Vancouver, Feb. 9.— Odd as it may ap- 
pear, the Japanese coolie who was or- 
dered out of Canada on his arrival here 
on the steamship Empress of China, has 
through the operation of the provincial 
Immigration Act, been detained in Can- 
ada through the operation of a Dominion 
act, for he was yesterday arrested at the 
instigation of the C. P. It. on the charge 
of being a stowaway. Should the stow- 
away immigrant be imprisoned for six 
months and then set free, the ease might 
prove of legal interest. 

The steamship Tartar arrived from 
Chiua at midnight last night. 

A Marine Engineer's Association was 
formed in Vancouver last night. N. 
Thompson was elected president; .1. Mc- 
Moran, vice-president; J. Pendola, treas- 
urer; P. Kelly, secretary. 

Evans, Coleman & Evans have pur- 
chased a marble quarry near Sutuas, 
Wash., close to the Bellingham Bay & 
British Columbia railway extension, the 
price being $250,000. The purchasers 
had a German expert engaged for nine 
months looking for deposits containing 
all ingredients for the manufacture of 
cement. The marble rock purchased 
contains OS'/j per cent, lime, and is en- 
tirely satisfactory for cement manufac- 
turing. Cement and lime works will lie 
erected at. once. The cement works will 
be on the Canadian side, and will cost 
£200.000. The cement works and lime 
works will have a capacity of .'500 bar- 
rels a day each. The cement has been 
tested in San Francisco, Portland, Ham- 
burg and in England, and pronounced 
first-class. Evans, Coleman & Evans 
have already received an order for 200 
feet of polished marble for the post office 
at Salem, Oregon. 



COMMENTS OF 

GERMAN PRESS 



Decorating of Lord Roberts Is 
Received With [Vlingled 
Feelings. 



Berlin, Feb. 0.— In official circles the 
decorating of Lord Roberts with the 
Order of the Black Eagle, which the 
officials do not confirm, is regarded as 
being merely of personal significance and 
as expressing Emperor William's appre- 
ciation of Lord Roberts as a man and 
as a soiuier. Nevertheless it is admit- 
ted that the act: expresses the Emperor's 
wish to end the bitterness in the rela- 
tions of the two countries which does 
not benefit Germany nor Great Britain. 

The Krenz Zeitung says: "We fail to 
see why this Boer destroyer should re- 
ceive such a unique mark of Emperor 
William's distinction, and also why the 
Emperor, uf^r being horribly insulted 
several years ago by the officers of his 
British regiment, should. now show them 
marked attention." 

The Berliner Tageblaft, Independent 
Liberal, prints special London corres- 
pondence, in which the writer says the 
German people would do well to bury 
their nniniositv to Great Britain whet* 
the British people extend the hand of 
friendship, adding that Great Britain 
doubtless will be ready to pursue a 
friendly course, adopt a Germanopnilo 
policy and support the dreibund on occa- 
sion," unless the German people are lit 
suiting in their animosity- The writer 
continues: "The German people seem 
about to reject the friendship of a great 
nation, which formerly Germany earn- 
estly wooed." 

The Cologne Keitung, the leading cen- 
trist organ, weighs th" chances of a Rus- 
sian or British rapprochement for Ger- 
many carefully, concluding that the host 
policy for Germany's interests is an en- 
tente with Great Britain, from UlO 
Catholic standpoint particularly, and also 
that an understanding with Great Brit- 
ain meant the furtherance of more lib- 
eral political institutions.

London, Feb. 9.— The Weekly De- 
spatch states that it has good ground for 
saying that information has been receiT- 
ed in an authoritative quarter in Lou- 
don that Commandant Dewet late on 
Friday attempted to es-capo along the 
Smithfield-Bethulie road, but was foil- 
ed by a strong body of scouts. Subse- 
quently Knox intercepted another 
movement, whereupon Dewet Tetreuted 
tuid was forced over the Basutohmd bor- 
der. 

Cradock, Cape Colony, Feb. 9.— -Boer 
raiders are nine miles from Gruaf 
Rcinet, anil are also in the neighborhood 
of Rosmead. 

Horschel, Cape Colony, Feb. 8.— 
(Friday) — A deserter from Gen. Dewet's 
force avers that Dewet treats his men 
cruelly, and frequently sjamboks. 'Fhe 
deserter was arrested by the Boers after 
he had surrendered to the British, and 
was given 25 lashes. Many Boers are 
deserting. President Steyn and Gen. 
Dewet personally shoulder rifles. 

Capetown, Feb. 0.— Gen. French has 
occupied Ermelo, in the Transvaal. Six 
thousand Boers retired. 

The Boers violently attacked Smith- 
Dorrien's outpost at Bothweli on Feb- 
ruary (i, hut were driven hack with 
heavy loss. 

Bloemfontein, Feb. 5.— (Tuesday)— The 
text of a portion of the letter from Piet 
Dewet, chairman of the peace commis- 
sion, to his brother, Christian Dewet, 
appealing to the latter to surrender, was 
published in the Post to-day. It is as 
follows: 

" Dear Brother,— I hear you are so 
angry that you have decided to kill me, 
accusing me of high treason. May God 
not allow you the opportunity to shed 
more innocent blood. When I saw we 
were beaten by the British, I wrote to 
the President, requesting him to consider 
terms of peace, and rather to surrender 
than to ruin the country and starve the 
people. I was with you afterwards for 
a mouth, and it convinced hie that it 
was better to lay down arms. 

" I did my duty in the battle at 
Chietma with Prinsloo, A charge was 
made on the guns, when I was shame- 
fully left in the lurch by Froneman, who 
fled. 

"Convinced that the struggle was 
hopeless I left with my staff and surren- 
dered, and was sent Jo Durban. You 
and Steyn, in carrying on guerilla war- 
fare, caused mo to write to Kitchener on 
November 12. requesting an opportunity 
to come to the state and persuade the 
men to lay down their arms. 

" There is no Free State government 
against whom I could commit treason. 
What is better, for the republics to con- 
tinue to struggle, at the risk of total 
ruination as a nation, or to submit': 1 
Could we think of taking back the 
country if it were offered to us, witii 
thousands of people to be supported by 
a government that has not a farthing, 
but a debt of five or six millions, even if 
helped by you? Du you think any 
nation so mad as to have thousands 
killed and spend millions, and (hen give 
the republics back and the necessary 
capital to govern them? 

" Put passionate feeling aside for a 
moment and use common sense, and you 
will then agree that the best thing for 
the people and country is to give in, be 
loyal to the new government, and try 
to get responsible government, and, as 
soon as the finances will allow doing so, 
govern the country ourselves, have our 
children educated, and save the people 
as a nation. Should the war continue 
a few months longer, the nation will be- 
come so poor that it will become a work- 
ing class and disappear as a nation. 

" I have heard that you and others 
accuse me of being paid by the English 
government for what I am doing. I »*aa 
only answer that there is a God, and 
He will puss righteous sentence. I have 
also heard that Kitchener's offers to me 
and other attempts are considered by 
you as a sign of weakness on the part 
of the British. When ynu cornered HO 
soldiers at Blnnwbnuk. did the same to 
100 at Norsten hook, and surrounded a 
small patrol at Rhenoster River, under 
U flag of truce, and asked them to sur- 
render, was it weakness or magnanimity 
on your part? The British are con- 
vinced that they have conquered the 
innd and the people, and they consider 
the matter ended, and are only trying 
to treat those continuing the struggle 
magnanimously in order to prevent 
bloodshed. Believe me when T tell you 
that no troops are sent to England, but 
thousands are still coming to Africa. 
If you do not. consider the Free State, 
you will not be sensible 
' "Burghers, are you blind? Can you 
not see that you are being deceived hy 
Transvanl generals? What are they 
doing? They do not fight one-tenth pa^ 
as much as we do. The Transvaal is 
not as much ruined as is the Free State. 
Thev are inclined to submit, and are 
only waiting to see what you are goinir 
to do. The moment you surrender fall 
or are captured, they will sun-ei J 
pray you again to consider before you 
proceed further."

Joker Sends Dawsonites on 
Stampede— They Staked Four 
Hundred Claims. 



Steamer Amur, •which returned from 
Skagway after a fast trip, brought a 
budget of advices from Dawson. News 
is given of a strike which Iuih been made 
on the right limit hillside, opposite six 
above, on lower Dominion. The pay is 
in a gravel bed from six to eight feet 
deep, nnd pans have been taken out 
ranging in value from 10 to IIS cents. 
Good prospects have also been reported 
on the hillsides un the s:i,me limit. Un- 
til recently, it seems, prospectors have 
avoided the right, limit, as it was so 
great a depth to bed rock. Many shafts 
have now been sunk to bed rock, but lit- 
tle drifting was done until this winter. 

Advices were brought, too, of a 
6trike which never was. It was on 
February 2. and on that dn<y a tired, dis- 
gusted crowd of stampoders returned tQ 
Dawson, after a wild-goose chase to 
Last Chance creek. On January .'51 
news was brought down the creeks of a 
fabulously rich strike on nbandoned 
ground, and by night the travel up the 
Klondike and Hunker had undergone a 
•wonderful increase. On February 1, 
tlie stampeders going up met the van- 
guard returning. A practical joker, 
who had got out of the country before 
the stampeders found him, was respon- 
sible for the rush. Over four hundred 
claims were staked before the hoax was 
discovered. 

Dawson is now nothing if not up-to- 
date. An automobile service from Daw- 
son to Grand Porks of Bonanza ard 
the creeks has been placed under way. 
Some remarkably quick trip-: have been 
made by the autos, which have shown 
off admirably. 

On February 4 the period of mourn- 
ing for the dead Queen ended at Daw- 
son with the tolling of the bells of tho 
city during the hour set for the funeral 
in London. A despatch to the Sktig- 
wny News Pays that Governor Ogilvie 
has ordered that all decorations be now 
removed from the buildings.

From Nome 



Passenger by Amur— Reports 
Many Stampedes— How He 
Joined One. 



Staked a Claim in Big Salmon 
District— Robberies at 
Nome. 



The first news ft om Cape Nome since 
that district was sealed from tho world 
hist fail by the ice, reached here yester- 
day, when W. V. Ames, a miner who 
has been in that far-away district for 
live years, reached here by the steamer 
Amur. He left Nome City about the 
end of December, and came up over 
the Lower Yukon with a dog team, 
breaking the trail along the way. Ho 
reports that the winter in Nome has been 
a cold, desolate one, and much suffering 
and not a little want has occurred 
among those who were not well prepared 
for the long siege. The cold, slinging 
breezes from the ocean penetrated the 
thin houses, and those living in tents 
suffered great hardships. It was 
thought that there would be enough 
food, wood and conl to last until the 
opening of navigation. The prices for 
both food and fuel were, however, very 
high. Hour selling at •? 1(> per 100-Ib. sack, 
and everything else in proportion; while 
wood— mostly bench wood— brought as 
high as $100 and over, in some instances, 
per cord, and coal sold at extortionate 
prices. 

A number of robberies and petty 
crimes bad occurred, for there was a 
large crook element at the Arctic camp. 
Robbing of caches was a frequent occur- 
rence. The commercial companies bad 
found it necessary to place armed guards 
on their coal piles, and these were in- 
structed to shoot any pilferer. No do- 
tails of the robberies could be given by 
tli;' late arrival from the northern dis- 
trict, for they were too numerous to keep 
in mind. It was decided not to incor- 
porate Nome, for fear the lough element 
would get control of the municipal gov- 
ernment. 

There have been few new discoveries 
this winter in nnd about the Capo Nome 
district, said Mr. Ames, and not a great 
deal nf work has boon done. He has 
n claim on Anvil creek, where he left 
several men at work. This claim has 
paid fairly well, and properties on that 
crook. Bear creek. Snow gulch and 
Snake river have been paying satisfac- 
torily. Tattle has boon done since the 
summer in the Port Clarence and Kus- 
crnrook districts. More summer work 
will be don-' this year than last, and 
much of the henry machinery, boilers, 
etc. which were taken in and dumped 
on the beach last summer were being 
hauled out to the creeks for this pur- 
pose. 

Towards the end of November, soon 
after the last steamer left, tho River- 
side hotel was burned down, nnd a large 
number of tents and much property 
therein destroyed, but no lives were 
lost. This was the only fire or the sen- 
son, as far as Mr. Ames could remem- 
ber. There were several steamers frozen 
in at Nome, one being the tug Sadie, 
another the river steamer Lily O. 

Mr. Ames, who distanced several 
others who left Nome about the same 
lime as he did. and broke a trail for 
tbeni towards Dawson, had a dog team 
of nine dogs, and was without compan- 
ions, which made the long journey a 
most lonely one. On the way out he 
heard of a number of stampedes to some 
reported finds on the T.nwer Yukon and 
on other rivers. At noly Cross, on the 
Lower Yukon, where the Russian mis- 
sion is located, he beard of the rush to 
the Kuskokwin district, at the bead of 
the river of that name. The entry into 
this district was by the Russian mission, 
nnd there he heard many stories con- 
cerning the reported finds'. They were 
till conflicting, however, and he could 
not say whether good grave] was being 
found there. 

One thing is certain, in his opinion, 
and that is that tnanv of those who have 
stampeded there will surfer p'-eat hard- 
ships, and it is thought that deaths will 
occur from starvation and privation be- 
enuse of the scant equipment of n num- 
ber of miners who have rushed to the 
reported strikes, 

Vt f;-.le f'it<- he found a food short- 
age existing, and as this was the KiiptTTv 
point for lho Tannnn district, much suf- 
fering might result, as there litis been 
i stampede to Tnnnnn. The district is 
located about 200 miles arross the Yukon 
Hats from Circle. Mr. Ames does not 
think much of the gold-tirodueine quali- 
ties or thai district, lie hnvinir bee,, told 
by an old friend lie met at Circle that 
mnnv bad spent a season in there with- 
out having been tih'.e to take out enough 
for a grub-stake. Nothing had been 
heard for some time from the Kovukuk. 

flood reports were heard tit Fortv-Milo 
from Jack Wade creek. Gravel bad 
been found on n claim of that creek in 
threp feet of pay, which averaged (10 
cents to the pan. Tt was in Ibe Big 
Salmon district. Ihough. .hot Mr. Ames 
not only heard, but saw. the best pros- 
poets He remained at Dawson for a 
few days before coming through to th" 
salt water, and while nn the trail, bound 
out. be heard of the stampedes to ibe 
Big Salmon: and although he is a sour- 
dough, the fever caught him. and be 
ioined (],,> st tmmoders and rushed to 
Bonanza creek, in the B"g Salmon I T " 
staked a claim on the snow, nnd though 
he will not be able to see it until th" 
stvnng. lie litis reason to believe that it 
will be a rich one. for on th" claim ad- 
joining some miners were tit work and 
were taking out much gold at no great 
den f b from tlie surface. 

These miners bad ti conl oil can filled 
with gold dust *' and nuggets, many of 
which wore worth tit lcn«t £50. Crave] 
was paying ns high ns $1.80 to the pan 
on some of the claims being worked by 
flm stak-ers. Mr. Ames left for "Vnn- 
couver this morning to purchase smmlios 
from friends in that eitv. He will go 
info the Big Salmon district shortly nnd 
will work tlie claim he has staked there. 
Miis soring, leaving bis employees to 
work his Anvil creek -property at Nome. 
Which goes to show that he has ronson 
to holip-vo that tlie newly-staked claim in 
the Big Salmon district will yield better 
than his Cape Nome property. 

Ames, who has the honor of being the 
first man to reach " the outside " from 
Cape Nome, went up from Seattle to 
Dvon five years ago, going alone in a 
sloop, He worked on the Upner Yukon 
for a tini". nnd then went to Forty-Mile, 
afterwards going down Ut tlie lower 
••iver nnd stampeding to Nome when the 
finds were first made there.

From Her Cruise Around Van- 
couver Island to Investigate 
Wreckage. 



Full Particulars of What the Sea 
Has Thrown on the 
Coast. 



The underwriters are beginning to gut 
uneasy for the ship llnln, ulsu hor own- 
ers, for yesterday eabitftfraais \vcru re- 
ceived by the eousisne-.'s id' the nliiii in 
this city, Messrs. 11. P. Itithot, asking 
for full particulars of the Bndiug of the 
life buoy from hor, of the direction of 
the wind, trend of current, etc., etc., am. 
the English agents «>f the local thru 
■have been ma-king inquiries regarding 
the chartering of another vessel to 
brim: a duplicate cargo, provided the 
Iiala is lost. . 

It is now thirteen days since the lire 
buoy of the ship was picked up, aud yet 
nothing has been heard of the ship. 1 he 
revenue cutter Grant has returned from 
her cruise of Investigation, u,nd with 'I' 1 ' 
home-coming of Oapt. T. G. Roberts, 
who W5is pilot of tlu> revenue cutter on: 
her voyage around the Island, full de- 
tails of the finding of the buoy and ot 
the location of other wreckage were ob- 
tained. , , i, 

Tbe life buoy of the llnln was found 
by Oapt. Tostior, of the Grant, hiduen, on 
.llinuary 31, under the bed of the -.In- 
dian lit Ueiulet. It had been there sev- 
eral days, and nobody wiw aware of it 
having been found, fnr the Indian hud 
cached it. Capt. Toaier dragged it out, 
(Old took it on board the Grant, where 
it is now. There is no mistake about it 
Iraving'-come from the Ilala, although the 
first two letters of the name are partial- 
ly obliterated. About half of the low- 
er portion of the "I" ih gone and the 
ancle part of the "L is missing, but 
there is enouzli of both letters to make 
them legible, and with the perfect condi- 
tion of the three last letters there can 
be no -mistake. It is "IIjAIjA, Liver- 
pool" The buoy was in good condition, 
find' "when picked np by the Indian, 
three days before, had not been In the 
water u "week, probably not more than 
two days. If it had been two days 
adrift tins would mean li f teen days from 
to-day, and yet there is no sign of the 

shin- , ,, 

On the beach at AV reek Bay, some 
seven miles from Uclulet, a ships hatch . 
has come ashore, presumably from a I 
large ship. It was marked ' S. I' .. 
mumming starboard-forward. At Ciayo- 
r,uot the Indians, when inquiries were 
Made regoriliiig wreckage, offered a 
Story that they had seen a largo whip go 
down; but this was set d.»wn os only 
a "siwash story." They said they had 
Keen a ship some days before off Clayo- 
(Hiot, disabled and on her beam end. It 
was in the evening, and next morning, 
■when they went out to look 'for it, they 
could see nothing of it. The story is 
not considered worth consideration. 

There was wreckage of some kind all 
along the coast, lumber predominating. 
South of Kyuquot the lumber was most- 
ly 4x4, but to the north of that point, 
there was 2x12, 2x(> and other sixes, pil- 
•ed up all along the benches, and Indians 
were reaping a harvest. The Giant be- 
gan finding wreckage the day alter she 
left Victoria. On the ."50th she called at 
Cla-oose and there Tom Daykin was 
seen. lie told of the finding of a piece 
of leak, with the name Andrnda carved 
in it, but not knowing of any vessel 
missing at thai time, he had thrown it 
away, and said lie would go and look 
for it. From there the cutter went to 
Uclulet, where the llala life buoy was 
•found, and the sinp's hatch and a bale 
of compressed hay, bound with seven 
heavy wires, were reported to have come 
ashore at Wreck Bay. 

Thence the cutter proceeded to Glayo- 
quot, where the story of the ship having 
'•killipi" was told, and then on she went 
to Hesquoit, where Father Brabant re- 
ported t.lm.t a ship's boat with holes in 
.her had gone ashore on Estcrvan point. 
It was too rough to make a landing 
tiiere, and the boat was not examined, 
'but Father Brabant said there were no 
marks on it. • 

Fattier Brabant embarked on the cut- 
ter at Hesquoit, and she went on to 
Friendly Cove, in Nootka Sound. There 
was much lumber in Nootka Sound, but 
no other wreckage. Kyuquot -was the 
next f>oint of call, aud there more 
wreckage was reported. Indians had 
picked Tip two oars, common ship's oars, 
some canned salmon, about a cose, the 
Indians H .iid, but they could not pro- 
duce it. lor they 'had eaten it. They 
sald the cans were not labeled. Some 
cans or preserved fruit also came ashore 
these and some packages id' brooms and 
a great deal of lumber. 

Fiom Kyuquot the Grant went to 
Qiinioino Sound, and there some patent 
hinges and :>, small drawer, with n front 
made of walnut with brass fittings, were 
found. This was in the possession of 
Mr. X/eesou. the postmaster there. 'They 
told of a ship's boat come ashore to the 
north of the Bound, and Indians who -ar- 
rived -finere from a hunting trip to the 
north, .told of ..a s hip'n House, or

Two years later aai amalgama- 
tion was made with tin- Phoenix Brew- 
ing Company, since when its title has 
been the Victoria-Phoenix Brewing Co. 

During all this Lime the business has 
been increasing very rapidly, bat With 
the facilities now at its command, the 
VietoriarPhoeiiix Brewing Company are 
in a position to keep pare with the 
growth of the trade for many years to 
enme, and as the beer provided is the 
favorite beverage of the masses, the 
output is hound to assume still larger 
dimensions. That this company is by 
fc.r the largest brewers in the province 
is proved by the inland revenue returns 
of Ihe malt used in British Columbia, 
which shows that the Victoria concern 



is far in the lend of the 112 breweries 
doing business in this portion of the Do- 
minion, these returns showing that this 
one Victoria company uses a fourth of 
the entire amount. Malt and hops alone 
are used in the manufacture of their 
beer by this company. precisely the 
same as in the case of the world renown- 
ed BavariiMi breweries, whose bever- 
ages are acknowledged to be the very 
finest in the world. 

The Victoria-Phoenix brewery is al- 
most entirely a home company, nearly 
I all the stockholders being residents of 
; this city, and the success of a local con- 
1 corn is' to the immediate advantage of 
I citizens. Besides this is the only modern 
brewery in British Columbia, which is 
i capable, it necessary, of producing all 
| the beer consumed in the province.

There 
were no marks on it, they said. 

The Grant then went around the north 
of the Island, but made no vails, until 
getting around to Port Ilnpert, on the 
Fast Coast. While at tjuatsilio the olll- 
cors attended a potlateh and dance. 
There were about T50 Indians end 
klootehmen in a big hut, with a big tire 
on which they bad piled about a cord of 
wood, in the centre, ''lie dancers did a 
"raven dance" that night, alter which a 
large number of blankets were potkiteh- 
ed, some being given iiiwa.v whole, and 
others divided into small pieces. The 
dancers were stark na,ked, throwing off 
their blankets as they became more ex- 
cited. Tlie Indians were all sitting 
around the hut, and the scene was a 
great one. An engineer of the Grant 
took several fni.sh light pictures. 

There was a big potlateh also at Clay- 
oquot, where the local Indians were en- 
tertaining the lCilsomnts. The big af- 
fair, though, Wilis at Alert Bay, where 
a daughter of the Kwnkiutls was to he 
married on Friday to the Hon of the 
chief of the Fort Rupert Indians, and 
piles of blankets were heaped up in a 
big hut or the chief at Alert Bay. All 
were ready for the potlateh, and when 
the Fori Ruperts arrived on Friday the 
marriage was to be held and the celebra- 
tions begun. 

Only the scaling schooners that were 
at Kyuquot have got away so far. At 
Hesquoit the Tnilia.ii:" refuse to go out 
at all. hut elsewhere as soon as the pot- 
latchos are over the schooners will get 
crews.

THE CLAIMS OF THE PROVINCE. 

The Statement baa been made by 
more than one person, who might, per- 
haps, be assumed to be in the confidence 
of the Dominion government, that the 
claims for the recognition of our just 
rights, now being preferred by this prov- 
ince, will be unfavorably nffectod, if not 
wholly defeated, by the fact that Vic- 
toria elected two Conservative mem- 
bers to the House of Commons, and a 
majority of the provincial ministers nre 
not in political sympathy with the Lib- 
eral party. We must decline, in the ab- 
sence of a.ny better evidence than is at 
present available, to believe that Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier will be influenced by 
any such considerations in dealing with 
matters, that are presented to him on 
their merits alone, and which do not de- 
pend in any sense whatever upon the 
political attitude of the ministers ad- 
vancing them. It will be an unhappy 
day for Canada when questions bearing 
upon tho welfare of the country are dis- 
posed of upon political grounds alone. 

We regret to observe a disposition on 
the part of some of the people of this 
city to treat the claims of tho province 
upon the Dominion as though they were 
only pawns in a game of political chess. 
Some, who pretend to be friends of the 
Laurier ministry, seem inclined to 'hope 
that tho legitimate demands of the prov- 
ince will be employed by the federal Pre- 
mier ns a lever to advance the politicaJ 
interests of those who have hitherto 
supported him. Some, -who claim to be 
Conservatives, talk as though they 
would welcome a defeat of the province, 
because it would be calculated to 
strengthen their party in some future 
contest. Against such altitudes we wish 
bo enter the strongest kind of protest. So 
far as the vast majority of peoplo in 
this province are concerned, it is a mat- 
ter of supreme indifference whether one 
set of individuals or another control its 
public nfTairs, provided the policy which 
prevails is designed to advance tho in- 
terests of the public. But it is of the 
utmost importance that the opportun- 
ities now at hand to promote provincial 
development shall not be allowed to 
pass unimproved. We believe the peo- 
ple of Britbh Columbia will hold the 
public men, upon whom the settlement 
of such policies depends, to the strict- 
est possible account for the manner in 
which they shall discharge their duty in 
the premises, and tliat the man who im- 
agines he can wifely play fast and loose 
with the public welfare, with the ob- 
ject of advancing his own political in- 
terests or retarding those of someone 
else, will one day, and that very soon, 
learn that, he has to reckon with thou- 
s-ands, who, in this stimulating atmos- 
phere of tho West, have outgrown the 
(swaddling clothes of partisan politics. 

The Colonist, desires to see the materi- 
al interests of British Columbia promot- 
ed in every possible way, 'and it declines 
to view everything from a partisan 
standpoint. It believes it can rise, and 
that it has risen, above the rut in which 
everything is regarded first as to how 
it. will affect the political fortunes of 
any one, and afterwards n.s to how it 
will affect the country. Striving to 
maintain such n position for itself, it 
will not, until compelled to do so by the 
inexorable logic of facts, believe that n 
different set of principles will govern 
1lu> Ottawa minitsry. The present is 
the first occasion, upon which the gov- 
ernment of this province has formally 
approached the federal cabinet with a 
demand for justice and appreciative 
treatment in the matter of development 
works, and we are not going to admit, 
without better authority that the 
biassed views of persons, who may or 
may not be in touch with ministerial 
sentiment, that the case of the province 
will be prejudiced because the people 
have chosen to exercise their franchise 
in a particular way. 



A COMMERCIAL CLUB. 

Some of the jounger business men oS 
the city oto talking about establishing a 
commercial club hero. They do not pro- 
pose to invade the territory occupied by 
the city clubs, which make their social 
features prominent. Neither do they 
contemplate trenching in any way upon 
the domain of the Board of Trade. They 
think they see unoccupied ground and 
propose to occupy it. One of the most 
active promoters of the movement says 
that it is not proposed to have any din- 
ing room or bar connected with the 
Club, tho rooms of which would be open 
to persons desiring to spend a pleasant 
hour in company with other business 
men, and where topics bearing upon 
business interests can be fully aud free- 
ly discussed. Similar clubs are in oper- 
ation in other localities and hnve been 
very successful. They a.re useful be- 
cause they bring the younger business 
men together, and hence promote a 
healthy public spirit. It is suggested 
that such a club would form a conveni- 
ent headquarters for visiting business 
men, who would have access there to a 
well-selected lot of newspapers from dif- 
ferent parts of the world, and also to 
olllci.lI and other information bearin 
upon the Province and the Dominion. It- 
is not proposed to eliminate wholly the 
social features of a club, but these are 
to bo subordinated tu the business 
features. 

While the movement has originated 
among tho younger business men, it is 
not proposed to confine it to them, but to 
open the doors of the Club to all unob- 
jectionable persons. It goes without 
saying that such an organization would 
be absolutely non-political. 

We huivo been asked to mention the 
aforegoing mailer in order to elicit some 
expressions of opinion as to the value 
of such an organization. In doing 
we have m> hesitation about adding that 
a club of the nature contemplated could 
be mailt; exceedingly beneficial to Vic- 
toria, ami would n„t in any way inter 
fere with existing organizations.

A very great many people witnessed 
the presentation of the dramatization of 
Hall Caine's novel on Friday night, and 
it would be interesting to learn what the 
consensus o.f opinion was as to the lesson 
of it. The piny differs from the story 
in important particulars, and, as it will 
undoubtedly have a long run, it will 
exercise an influence of its own upon 
the public mind, for it is impossible that 
so strong a drama will not have n moral 
effect. One of the first thoughts 
suggested by it is that the church, by 
which we do uot mean any particular 
church, but only the great mass 
Christian organizations, is out of touch 
with the conditions of society. Lord 
Robert, profligate, was unquestionably 
much nearer the Archdeacon than was 
tho penitent Magdalen. Is this a trie, 
representation of the attitude of " re- 
spectable " Christianity to the world? 
Does the Church in point of fact plac 
clean clothes on a higher plane than n 
clean soul? Is it shocked when poverty, 
combined with sin, " comes between the 
wind and its gentility," and yet quite 
comfortable in the presence of gilded 
vice? We ask these questions without 
undertaking to answer them, and we ask 
them because a thousand and more good 
people of Victoria have had them 
brought very forcibly to their attention. 
What does the church— always using the 
term as above defined— say about this? 
We are all of one mind in detesting 
vice, when it is offensive to the sense of 
sight or of smell. Do a little polish and 
a little perfumery alter our attitude 
towards it? Of course, we u)\ protest 
that they do not. Rut what is the 
truth of the matter as hidden in the 
innermost recesses of our hearts? 

Another thought suggested by the 
play is that perhaps even the best-inten- 
tioned Christian workers may ma Ice 
errors through ignorance of the con li- 
tions with which they have to deal. 
John Storm would have kill d Glory 
Quayle, if she had not conquered him by 
the sheer force of her love for him and 
his for her. a love which can only be 
called Christian because true Christian- 
ity covers every faculty of our nature. 
It was not the love or God which 
stayed his hnnd, but the love of n rare 
and beautiful Woman. His intense 
Christianity, his hard lessons in self- 
denial, disclosed to him no other way 
to save the girl from a wasted life than 
the commission of a crime, which would 
have blighted such a nature as his for 
all time .inii all eternity. If she had 
not: vanquished him, by a means com- 
mon alike to Christian and Heathen, his 
life would have gone out in the black 
ness of unending despair. lie came t< 
the verge of this irretrievable error 
through ignorance. He took too much 
for granted. Tie sat in judgment upon 
what he did not understand. 'In that 
crowning moment of both their lives the 
music hall singer was more Christ-like 
than the lowly and sincere follower of 
the Divine Master. Of course, the case 
presented is an extreme one. Nothing 
just like it is at all to be expected in our 
ordinary hum-drum lives. Yet how 
often do men murder reputations— which 
is sometimes worse than shedding blood 
—through ignorance. In their smug 
complacency they are sure that every- 
thing they do not understand is neces- 
sarily bad, and they try, condemn and 
execme reputations without mercy. Rut 
this is only one side or the case. Many 
persons, actuated by the host possible 
motiven and honestly striving to do all 
the good they can in the world, are 
thwarted and defeated simply because 
they do not make allowance for the pos- 
sible existence, outside of the scope of 
their personal observations, of lofty 
ideals and pure lives. We remember a 
little singer, whose life was spent on the 
operatic stage, and who in a variety of

costumes, as various nets demanded, 
danced and sang as though she had 
never a thought that went beyond the 
footlights. She died, mid all in the pro- 
fession who knew her mourned her with 
deep grief.

Is there anything 
to stop the city from taking the scavenger 
business into their own hands, and make 
the collection of all night soli nnd refuse 
at short periods compulsory. The city 
could charge a smaller fee than now paid, 
collect It: with the water rate, and make 
money out of It.

Our scavenger system Is undoubtedly 
away behind, nnd would not be tolerated 
for a week In any small old country town, 
where no one would ever dream of leaving 
n business of such vital Importance to bo 
done by every Tom, Dick. Harry, nnd In 
many eases not done nt nil until some long- 
suffering neighbor lays n complaint. If 
such a system were started we could wait 
for the gradual extension o:! the sewer sys- 
tem with some degree or confidence, lit 
lenst. so thinks "One Who TTas Been Hit 
Pretty Hard."

The Victoria sealing schooners 
Vera, TJmhrhia and City of Saa Diego 
came into port on Thursday, and ream- 
ed for the first time of the Queen's 
death, and at the request of Cap- 
tains Bums, Ileum and Blnckstesnl, a 
memorial service was arranged. Resi- 
dents of the town took the matter up 
ami prepared, a public demonstration 
for the occasion, all flags were display- 
ed at half-mast, business was suspend- 
ed and the public schools were closed 
for the day. A.t 1 :30 i>.m., a procession' 
of boats, headed by the local band, left 
the schooners for the steamship wharf, 
the leading boat being draped with 
royal purple and bearing the British 
and United States flags at half-mast. 
There the shins' companies formed in 
line, nnd, headed by the hand and escort- 
ed b.V British residents:, marched, amid 
the tolling of bells, to St. James' Epis- 
copal church. In the church, which iVas 
beautifully decorated, and where hung

Queen, impressive services were con- 
ducted by Rev. ,t. S. McGowan, assist- 
ed by Rev. Hohart Olietwood and Rev. 
('. II. lingo. In his eulogy, which was 
feeling and eloquent. Mr. McGownn re- 
ferred to the fact that Queen Victoria's 
daughter, the Princess Louise, had wor- 
shipped in this very church twenty 
years ago. The ceremony was one of 
the most impressive ever' witnessed in 
this part of California — Briton and Am- 
erican, hardy sailor nnd devotee of 
fashion, alike with bowed head and rev- 
erent mein. testifying sincere grief at 
the death of Britain's ruler.

uurruuudiugs may be obtained. Under the 
dome Is the grand entrance, approached 
by an extensive piazza, with a perlstyl 
or colonnade two hundred feet lorn by 
eighty feet wide. At cuc-h corner of the 
building, and on the north and south front, 
towards the centre, are pavilions, about 
thirty-live feet square, eaeli having four 
lofty minarets at the angles, terminating 
In domed roofs. If desired, the cent 
portion can be retained as a permanent 
place of recreation, callable of aeeommoUat 
ing ten thousand people. 

From the Industrial hall a covered av 
enuc, nine hundred feet long by seventy 
live feet wdde, a continuation of the main 
avenue, leads to a bridge over a public 
thoroughfare, and thus a continuous cover- 
ed connection between the two buildings 
Is obtained. The Machinery hall Is live 
hundred feet long, S10 feet wdde, and cov- 
ers an area oC live acres. It is intersect 
cd by galleries tlfteen feet wide, from 
which the machinery in motion on the 
floor may la- viewed. Its construction is 
similar to that of the Industrial hall. The 
gradients of the bridge, under which the 
corporation's electric trauacors will run, 
are so easy that visitors may leave the 
Industrial hall, traverse the galleries In 
the Machinery hall, and return to the start- 
ing point without ascendln* or descending 
a single step. 

In addition to the exhibits of 
United Kingdom, officii*, support has 
feured from the fo, .owing coun- 
The Central I tries: Itussla. France, Austria, Japan, 
Denmark, India, Western* Australia, Can- 
ada, Morocco, Mexico, Persia. Queensland 
British South Africa Mid South Australia. 
The United States will not be officially 
represented but the American manufactur- 
ers have taken considerable space lu the 
machinery section. Some of the nation- 
alities mentioned are erecting special 
pavilions, in addition to the space allotted 
to them in the main building. Itussla, 
for example, is to have four, In order to 
fittingly display mining, timber, and other 
Irdustrles nne will be reserved for the 
display of the appurtenances of the Imper- 
ial estates, which are similar to the Bri- 
tish crown lands, and by arrangement with 
I he refreshment contractors, there will be 
a (lining room.

Formed at a [Meeting at 
Coiwood. 



Questions Propounded By the 
President and Answered By 
Meeting. 



Description of the Great Enter- 
prise Opening in Scotland 
in [Vlay. 



Mr. John Jnrdine presided at a meet- 
ing of the Good Roads Association, held 
tit the school house, Coiwood, on Friday. 
Tlie chairman opeued the meeting by 
leading the circular issued by the presi- 
dent, F. J. Donne, also the report of the 
general meeting held at Victoria in De- 
cember last, lie then gave a very lucid 
explanation of the objects of the asso- 
ciation and the great importance of 
good roads in the best interests of the 
whole province, 

There was a fair attendance, Esqui- 
mau, Metchosin, Coldstream, San ,Iua.n 
and Coiwood being represented, the fol- 
lowing being present: Messrs, Joblj 
Kraser, L. (). Deiners. C. A. Thomson. 
Jnines Fair, Arthur I'eatt. Charles 
Weir, John Foster, George Bezantson, 
.1. J. Baird, Donald Fraser, George 
Webb. John Sencoro, John Jardine and 
Joseph Shaw, 

It. was proposed by James Fair n,nd 
seconded by John Foster, that a local 
association for the Esquimau district be 
formed. This was carried. 

Donald Fraser moved, seconded by 
John Seacore, thai John Ja.rdine bo hon- 
orary president, JiMiicw Fair president, 
John Foster yice-president, ami Joseph 
Shaw secretary. 

The constitution as adopted at Kam- 
loops was read, thoroughly discussed ami 
accepted. 

The fifteen questions relating general- 
ly to the value and importance of good 
roads und the work of the Good Roads 
Association, wore next taken up ami dis- 
cussed seriatim, the answers to be sent 
to tin. Central Association, as request- 
ed. The decisions were most unani- 
mous, DiUd showed a knowledge and ap- 
preciation of their value. 

Air. J. J. Baird. of San Juan, was 
asked to speak. He gave a very forci- 
ble description of their difficulties and 
struggles, showing that, he could not 
drive liis team half a mile from his 
house on a good roaul; that they had 
neither church, school house or doctor, 
though they had some thirty settlers; 
that, their charges for freight were ex- 
cessive, and lie asked for the support of 
tbo association to get the government 
lo Finish the road through from Victoria 
to San Juan, of which there remains 
some twenty miles out of the fifty-four 
to complete. It. would open up 15,000 
acres of good land, that would be im- 
mediately settled, and would repay the 
government within five years. 

It was then proposed und seconded 
that a resolution lie drawn up by the 
secretary, embodying Mr. Itaird's state- 
ments, and that a deputation, composed 
of the presidents and secretary, wa.it 
upon the government to press upon them 
the necessity of carrying out this im- 
provement as speedily ;ih possible. 

The meeting dosed with a hearty vote 
of thanks to the chairman .for his public 
spirit in advertising and calling the 
meeting.

Seventy-three acres 
will bo 'inclosed, or six mure than were 
enclosed for the very successful exhibi- 
tion of 188fS. 

The principal divisions arc four in num- 
ber—line arts, Industrial and applied art 
exhibits, machinery In motion and enter- 
tainments and refreshments. The exhibits 
are classified as follows: 1, raw material, 
agricultural and mining; U, Industrial de- 
sign and manufactures; .'!. machinery, mo- 
tive power, electricity, ami labor-saving ap- 
pliances in motion: 4, locomotion and trans- 
port; !>, murine engineering mid shipbuild- 
ing; C, lighting aud heating; 7, science and 
scientific instruments, education und music 
8, sports and sporting appliances, the wo 
men's section, f 
ami archaeology. 

The buildings are composed of three 
main groups, compulsing the Industrial 
hall, the Machiner^ hall ard the Grand 
hall for entertainments.

System of Yukon Administration 
Is Fruitful Source of Graft. 

The Skagway N'ews says— "An Idea of the 
magnitude of the Yukon Jquor business 
for the past year aud Indirectly the amount 
of money gqent by the people of the district 
In the saloons may be formed from the uf- 
liclal report of Comptroller l.ithgow in 
his statement to the l'uko» council .is to 
the probable Income and expenditures for 
the remainder of the llscal year. 
_ "The penult system In vogue with the 
Yukon administration is one of the most 
fruitful sources of graft of the many avail- 
able. .No liquor Is allowed to be entered 
Into the territory except ...ider a permit 
from Ottawa, which Is only obtainable by 
those having the necessary 'pull' to accom- 
pany the easli required. Nvi ! of the ■ *»\V- 
son saloon men can securo these permits, 
and all of them arc ui the mercy of the 
people who have penults. That portion of 
the comptroller's report which deals with 
the subject is as follovs; 

" 'Liquor permits, estimated, $140,000; 
received, SlliO.-Kl.'t.Do. There is not likely 
to be any surplus lu this revenue, although 
the amount estimated will be received. 

" 'Liquor licenses, estimated, suo.ooo; re- 
ceived, $30,025.31. It Is possible that the 
(inference, $21,01XJ, will he received before 
Jniie, but I think ll hardly probable.' 

"The liquor business seems to be tbo 
chief source of revenue in the Yukon, for, 
in addition to the penults and licenses, a 
large amount Is expected from lines, which 
are chiefly derived through the same busi- 
ness. According to the comptroller, the 
amount estimated for lines was Slo.ooo; re- 
ceived lo December 31, $18,005. for Decem- 
ber tbo amount received wits $'J*JO. A de- 
Bell of $15,(100 in this account Is expect- 
ed."

Mark Twain sends this Christmas greet- 
ing lo California: 

Brown's Hotel, London, Sept. 28, 100O. 

Dear Sir:— 1 uccepl with thanks the privi- 
lege you offer me of sending Christmas 
greetings lo San l-'ranclsro and the Coast. 
1 am not as well net's t:.tln ted with San 
Francisco now as 1 vms thirty-two years 
ago, when 1 saw It last, but my home feel- 
ing for it has suffered no decay, neverthe- 
less. It Is a striking fact that San Fran- 
cisco has trebled Its ponulatlou and quin- 
tupled Its other prosperities since I left. It 
Is doubtful If any other mail has done as 
much for tbo city as that. Yet I ask no 
monument. I only ask that In tin? Christ- 
mas festivities this service shall not be 
coldly brushed aside anil credit given to 
some loud, recent person wdio never did 
anything for the town. I could have gone 
earlier If I had thought. It. was suggested. 

With greetings and salutation from a 
neglected benefactor, I am, dear sir, yours 
very truly. .MARK TWAIN.

The man who knows most about Mark 
Twain's career In California Is Joseph T. 
Goodman, the veteran scholar, editor and 
man of letters. Twain Is essentially of the 
West lu his style and thought, and Califor- 
nia has the best right to hold htm first 
among the writers who have made her 
name glorious lu literature. 

"The first literary work of Samuel Clem- 
ens," said Mr. Goodman, "appeared In the 
Virginia City (Nov.) Territorial Enterprise 
In the year 1801. Dennis M'Cartliy a.ul I 
were editors and proprietors of the publica- 
tion nt that time. 

"Samuel tried his hand nt mining shortly 
after his advent In the territory. He drift- 
ed about the diggings here and there, and 
al tempted to wrest fortune from the earth 
In Humboldt and Esmeralda counties. Ho 
had locations and great expectations. Al- 
though sure that his claims had millions In 
tbein, yet he took nothing out. From Es- 
meraida he wrote a series of letters to the 
Enterprise over th? pseudonym of '.Tosh.' 

" 'That fellow would make a good new*, 
paper man.' said I, and we wrote to him 
to come down and take a position as report 
er. He came and dished up 'local' 
for us. h's co-worker being William Wright 
long famous as Dun de Qullle. A year went 
by, when, one day, in 1803, Clemens said to 
me 'Say. Joe, I'd like to try some signed 
articles.' 

" 'I am willing,' said I, 'Do you want to 
sign your own iianie?' 

" 'No,' answered Clemens. 'I'm going to 
Blgn them 'Mark Twain.' 

" 'Why Twain?' I asked. 

" 'Because.' be replied, 'In mv pilot dnvs 
on the Mississippi, when we got Into the 
shallows, and the lend was cast. I used to 



bend my head to listen us the cry came' 
up. "Mark one," and, dually, "Mark 
twain." Then we knew It was ueep water, 
and we could swing ahead without teur. 
1- never heard anything so sweet as that 
"Mark Twain." There was always a pe- 
culiar richness about the sound that charm- 
ed me, and I'm going to cling to ".Mark 
Twain." 

"That name had stuck In his fancy— It 
had n good twang, and that was the begin- 
ning ot the pseudonym by which Clemens 
is Known to fame the world over. 

".Mark Twain's first. signed articles had 
no reach, although they were characterized 
by a vein of humor that gave him n local 
reputation. Occasionally his work .was 
quoted. He made a ten-strike la 1803, how- 
ever, when he wrote the celcb-aled 'Hop- 
kins Murder.' 

" 'Mark' prepared an account of a hor- 
iible murder, supposed to have been per- 
petrated in a big pine forest between Dutch 
-Nick's aud Empire City. Now, there Isn't 
a tree nor a sign of a tree within fifty 
miles of there, and those two names refer 
to the same Identical place. By way of ox- 
| plauatlou, let me tell you that the Bulletin 
at that time was warning people against 
speculation In such properties as the Dana 
Mine, In Nevada, and advising them to In- 
vest their money in concerns of known 
solidity in San Francisco. 

"As Clemens told the story, Peter Hop 
kins, a saloon keeper, who lived wdtli his 
family at Dutch Nick's, read those Bulletin 
articles Intently. He owned a block i 
Dana stock, ami the next thing he did w(l_ 
to sell Ii and Invest his money In a San 
Francisco concern, the stock of which 
slumped Immediately, Hopkins lost his 
fortune, went crazy, murdered his family 
In the big pine forest that didn't exist, and 
came riding Into Empire City brandishing 
the bloody scalps of bis wife aud children. 
It was at this exciting point that the paper 
went to press. 

"When I went to breakfast the next 
morning, I found Jack Perry, the marshal 
of Virginia City, with the paper In his 
bund. 

" 'That's terrible,' he exclaimed. 
" 'What's terrible?' quoth I. 
" 'Why, that horrible murder at Dutch 
Nick's.' 

" 'Don't you see the absurdity of the 
thing?' I asked. 'There Isn't any pine 
forest, and Dutch Nick's and Empire City 
are one and the same place.' 

"The marshal refused to see tin- jok 
although he admitted that the whole thing 
looked strange, 

"All the San Francisco papers Jumped at 
the story. No telegraphic reports flashed 
over the country In those days. The pony 
express was the gem-rally patronized news 
conveyance. When the other Virglna fit v 
papers were received on the Coast and 
who ntbe Enterprise came out on the fol- 
lowing day and explained that the Hopkins 
tale was merely u satire, the office was 
deluged with condemnatory letters. From 
one journal after another came communi- 
cations to the etfeet that they would re- 
fuse to exchange with us until the man 
who wrote un the Hopkins fabrication was 
discharged. People walked In and stopped 
tbelr paper on account of thai Hopkins 
story, ami Sam concluded that ho ought to 
be sncrlllced. I urged him to stay with the 
job, however, and he suffered meekly under 
all the obllquy. A few weeks Inter came 
his revenge. 

"Mark Twain was on our paper for about 
two years and never made an attempt at 
a literary contribution to an outside pub- 
lication. He concluded to try his luck In a 
larger place. Papers had begun to copy- 
Ids articles, and so he came down to San 
Francisco when Barnes was mnuugillg edi- 
tor of the Call, in 1804, I think. He was 
given n position on the Call, but the city 
paper was n different proposition from 
the country sheet. Mark couldn't lie down 
and take his time— and Barnes couldn't do 
anything with him. He didn't bold the 
position long. It was lust after that he 
wrote bis 'Jumping Frog' and other 
stories for the Callfornlan, a weekly paper 
published by Charles II. Webb. "As the 
Call couldn't afford to pay Murk for h-ing, 
he wrote back to me, 'Please give me n 
show to write you a dally letter along 
with a synopsis of telegraphic news picked 
up here.' We put him on our list again 
with ii salary of $30 a week, and he wrote 
that dally letter .mil telegraphic synonslr 
for nearly £ year. That was the best work 
he ever did. lie kOpt Pie in hot water, and 
I was warding and bluffing and lighting 
off lawsuits continuously. He made war W 
th- San Francisco Police Department, and 
especially on Chief of Police Burke, till I 
was threatened with seveial actions for 
libel. Then he sailed into the Mexican 
oyster, once popular here, and enumerated 
ninny cases of poisoning caused by the 
bivalve from the land of the Aztecs. The 
sale of the Mexican oyster wns killed, and 
I was threatened with a suit for heavy 
damages. Nevertheless, I stayed with Sum 
and never so much as cut a line out of his 
copy. 

"A great deal of the material of the let- 
ters to the Enterprise was used afterward 
for Mark Twain's book. 

"Then Mark wanted to go Fast, and he 
start, 'd for Washington us correspondent 
of I he Enterprise. This was just prior to 
bis famous Holy Land trip. I couldn't uay 
him, but the Attn offered him S20 a letter 
anil ho accepted. He swore to me subse- 
quently thai in the narration of all his 
purported adventures he didn't tell a blam- 
ed thing thai occurred— that the Holy Land 
story was all pure imagination. 

"l ine preacher from Host on told Mark 
that he was going to have the hook Intro- 
dnced Into every Sunday school In New 
England, and ho was satisfied it gave a 
better description of the Holy Land than 
any other book ever written. 

"The lurk if vou may call II luck— that 
followed Mark Twain's Holy Land trip con- 
tinued. Due voting fellow named Lungdon 
of Flmlra. N. Y.. had accompanied Sam 
on bis trip to Palestine. Murk went to 
visit him. fell In love with Lnngdon's sister 
married her, and found himself the son-ln- 
luw of :i millionaire. Mr. and Mrs. Clemens 
were set up lu an elegant residence In Buf- 
falo, ills hooks boomed, lie lectured to 
packed houses. In the early seventies he 
had already become what Kipling was In 
Hie llterni-v world a couple of years ago. 
The world knows (he rest of his story 
pretty well, for to-day there Is not a hu- 
morist who compares with Mark Twain, 
.■mil there are no rivals for the throne he 
occupies 

"Mark Twain Is :i humorist, but he is 
somethlmr more. He has common sense 
and breadth of Ihnimht. and these have 
made him grent. Bill Nye was one of these 
humorists who. like Murk, made good 
sense nil element in his wrltlncs. Ton 
many men write only to lie funny. 

"Murk Twain writes pure English, sim- 
ple, forcible, beautiful. His early life In 
the Wc«t enve him brendth of feeling, dis- 
regard to conventionalities."

MANUAL TRAINING. 
Manila! training is a" now brunch of 
study in the school curriculum through- 
out the Dominion of Canada, and to the 
public generally it is an unknown nijnn- 
tity; therefore a short article on the 
subject will no doubt be appreciated by 
manv. 

True education is the harmonious de- 
velopment of the physical, mental and 
moral character of a nation. Since the 
renaissance period, the great tendency 
of all scholastic institutions lias been 
towards hook knowledge, to the exclu- 
sion of all bodily training. Pestalozzi 
and Frobel each did good work in 
breaking down the great barrier, that 
book work was all that was required 
from the school; and in later years 
Goetze nnd Solomon have developed re- 
spectively in Germany and Sweden a 
system of manual training that lias been 
closely copied in England, the United 
States, Prance and the vast Colonial 
Empire of Great Britain. 

For some time past: the heads of our 
great public schools, being educationists 
as well ns scholars, have! been convinced 
of the error of an entirely intellectual 
education. They now pay great atten- 
tion to physical training.

Owing to frequent post- 
ponements, caused by the sad events of 
Queen Victoria's death ami funeral, it 
was not generally known' Chat the room 
would bo open to the public, hence the 
attendance was not as large as might 
be, considering the interesting and at- 
tractive nature of the exhibition. The 
large, well lighted class-room haw been 
lifted up with model work benches, each 
having its set of tools, the sight of 
which is sufficient to set the average 
boy itching to get into immediate- tni.in- 
ing, Around the rooms arc lockers, in 
which each pupil has a compartment 
bearing a number corresponding with 
his class number, ami in this each one's 
work is kept h>o that at any time his 
progress can be estimated at a glance. 
Around the walls are specimens of me- 
chanical drawing n.nd colored designing, 
flu- work of pupils in the manual train- 
ing schools of England. These latter. 
.Mr. Dunnell explained, show the pupil's 
progress from the elementary stage, 
where he cuts out colored paper and ar- 
ranges it in set patterns, to the point 
where he uses the knowledge gained bv 
practice to originate and work out de- 
signs. A series of brush drawings are 
also shown, from the beginning, when 
the pupil makes the simplest "dobs" on 
I he piiiper, to the pretty water-color 
drawing or artistic design, suitable' for 
ornamental printing, carpet or wall- 
paper. All tliiw work was done by young 
children, nnd in Great Britain it is pre- 
liminary to t'be pupil taking up meeha.n- 
ieal drawing and wood work. Thus far 
the Victoria classes have not done any 
of these exorcises, their work, under 
the Mncdonnld Fund, beginning with 
mechanical drawing ;yid the use of 
wood working tools. Mr. Dunnell hopes 
that the advantages of teaching design- 
ing and brush drawing will force them- 
selves upon trustee* and parents, and 
that provision will ho made for 
their adoption in (the city schools. 

The different singes of a piece of rough 
lumber from its original form to an ar- 
ticle of practical utility, are shown 
side by side with the Working drawing, 
which is preliminary to every bit of 
work done. Every step, from simple 
sawing in a straight, line, planing, lev- 
eling, mortising, to the combinations of 
those that produce the finished product 
of the wood worker's art. can he traced 
through the various objects displaced 
around the room, willi the more -advan- 
ced work, th-it done by tenciliew in the 
home of manual training— Sweden.

Parker was awarded $20 damages. 
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There exists n feeling amongst trade- 
unionists, growing stronger year after 
year, against institutions which employ 
only the "boss" and boys. At 
present time many trade unions refuse 
to recognize these concerns, even though 
tho proprietors have and still remain 
members of the union. At first sight 
such treatment may appear unkind, but 
it should be borne in mind that any kind 
of competition which tends to reduce 
the profit of the manufacturer who em- 
ploys a number of workmen, likewise 
tends to reduce the wages of the work- 
men: so that discouraging one-man in- 
stitutions is justifiable— from a trade- 
union standpoint — as an act of self-pre- 
servation, to say nothing about apply- 
ing that indomitable law : "To the great- 
est number the greatest good."

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DAIRY COW AND HER WORK. 

(A. M. Stevens.) 
In considering the subject, the ques- 
tion suggivsts itself: ■what is a. dairy 
cow? A good definition is, a cow that 
converts economically large quantities 
Of proper food into dairy products. 
There arc two important factors in de- 
termining whether dairying will be prof- 
itable or otherwise. Perhaps the man 
is the more important factor of the two. 
If this first factor is a woman success is 
assuerd I'm, i beginning, perhaps be- 
cause tln'.v iiv ■ more accustomed to doing 
the right thing at the right time and in 
the right way than man. They have in 
the natural i|'i.a!ificatious for success in 
the dairy in gr iter degree of man, some 
of which are ;i love of domestic animals, 
kindness, patience, and perserverance, 
coupled with e' auliness. If evidence 
of this is win ' ' : permit me to refer 
to Mrs. E. M. .'cues, of Rrockville, <>nt.. 
a lady who is unknown all over the world 
ns pre-eminetii successful as a dairy 
woman, and i il > as a breeder of dairy 
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•tor in profitable ilairy- 
and for illustrati :i we

As food producers they have lveen bred 
with special reference to the production 
•f hoof of highest quality. Some of the 
•bjects sought in breeding them are 
early maturity, the greatest percentage 
of net weight in proportion to live weight 
and the greatest percentage of liiirh- 
priced cuts. Their fnt is largely de- 
posited between the muscular tissues 
where it is the most available as food 
«nB «f highest price. 

In contrast with the hoofing animal 
the dairy cow has been bred on differ- 
ent lines, for the production of a differ- 
ent product, and as temperament deter- 
mines function nnd fnnction determines 
form, we find the dairy cow is of differ- 
ent type — the extreme opposite to the 
beef type. In general appearance she 
is wedge shaped, spare and angular, 
head small and clean-cut, lenn, muzzle 
broad, nostrils large, broad betwen the 
eyes, eyes lnrge and placid, dished face, 
broad nt the junction of the skull and 
spinnl column, neck thin and rather 
long, shoulders light, backbone promin- 
ent, barrel long n,td deep, ribs well 
sorting, hock and pin bones wide anart, 
bind quarters light, thiehs thin, and in- 
curving, legs clean nnd short Tt is es- 
sential that the dairy row have ,\ Inrrro 
bruin, good heart and lungs. larc"> di- 
gestive enpneitv to enable her to digest 
n largo nmounl or course food, and it is 
very desirable tint she have a trood lin- 



ear domestic animals that can lay claim 
to superior excellence, or that approach 
a high type of animal for a sepeial pur- 
pose or that has prepotency to repro- 
duce itself with any degree of certainty. 
This is shown in all breeds of horses, 
also in all breeds or cattle, whether beef 
or dairy. The beef cattle that are top- j 
ping the market are either pure bred or ] 
i carrying a large percentage of pure 

blood and the fact that animals of high- I 
I est excellence tire found in all the lead- 
! ing beef breeds and their grades, shows 
; that it is breed that establishes type. 
: A majority of dairy cows at the agricul- 
1 tural experiment stations as shown by 
type anil highest excellence at tile pail 
are pure bred cattle or cows that carry 
a lnrge percentage of pure blood of some 
special dairy breed. To place type be- 
fore breed seems to me to progress back- 
wards, to lose whatever of excellence 
| that has hen established by centuries of 
careful breeding nnd selection. Whether 
dairying will be profitable or tun de- 
pends on the kind of cows that are kept 
t and the Cil re given them. 

A cow to perform right must be born 
right. In a series of carefully conducted 
experiments nt the Minnesota experi- 
ment station by Prof. T. L. Hnecker in 
feeding dairy cows it was shown that 
the cost of a pound of butter varies 
greatly in cows standing side by side 
and securing the same care and feed. 
The professor says: "Our work during 
live years teaches us: First, that the 
more llesh n cow carries the more ex- 
pensive the dairy products; second, other 
things being equal, the larger the cow 
the greater the cost of dairy products; 
third, the digestive capacity of a COW 
is not so great proportionately as it is in 
a small cow; fourth, the deeper the mid- 
dle the greater the digestive capacity: 
fifth, the lighter the quarters, other 
things being equal, the cheaper the dairy 
products; sixth, other things being equal, 
the greater the development of the spin- 
al column the greater the digestive ca- 
: pacity." 

The Shorthorn cow Dido carried con- 
: siderable flesh and required 32.21! 
pounds of dry matter to produce one 
pound of butter fat. while the cow Bent- 
ie, spar,, and angular but lacking depth

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England is generally credited with hav- 1 
ing a sort of unwritten understanding' 
with the United States. She is known 
to have written conventions with both 
Germany and Italy, having for their ob- 1 
ject the determination of the line of ac- 
tion of the respective powers in the case 
of certain eventualities. But there is 
only one continental nation that is bound 
to Great Britain by ties of full-Hedged j 
treaties of alliance. Known to the stud- 
ents of political and diplomatical history, 
and in no sense secret to the leading 
Btatesmen of the old world, their exist- 
ence may be said to have been ignored 
by the public at larg-» until when, during 
the course of a banquet given in honor 
of King Carlos on board the flagship 
of the British fleet, then lying at an- 
chor off Lisbon, the Port agues,, premier 
in toasting Queen Victoria saluted "the 
alliance that has Ion* existed in treaties' 
bet ween Portugal and Great Britain. Re- 
sponding to these sentiments, the British 
envoy, Sir Hugh McDonnell, referred to 
the "alliance which unites us indissoiub- 
lv" and concluded by the expression of 
a desire on the part of the British gov- 
ernment that the "rt.-m and durable alli- 
ance mny ever be maintained." 

The treaties establishing the alliance 
between Great Britain and Portugal are 
eight in number, several of them having 
never vet been publicly promulgated. Ac- 
cording to the term-- of these treaties, 
some of which date back to the last con- 
tury, England binds herself to defend 
Portugal against all .•xternal aggression; 
for the purpose of enabling her to carry 
out her treaty obligations in this particu- 
lar, she has received under these agree- 
ments authority from Portugal to enter 
nnd to occupy all 'It" Intter's ports, the 
Tngus being specifically mentioned. The 
attention of modem diplomntists was 
(irst called to these treaties when, at the 
time of the threatened invasion of Portu- 
gal by the Snanish Republic thirty years 
ago. Lord Granville, then secretary of 
state for foreign ntfairs in London, in- 
structed the- British envoy nt Madrid to 
inform the Spanish government that 
Great Britain stood ready to defend Por- 
tugal in accordance with the stipulations 
of treaties in existence hetween the two 
countries. It was by virtue of the ear- 
lier treaties (of which the best known 
is that negotiated by the Rt. Hon. Sir 
John Methueu in l'n'3), nnd which are 
still in force, that England in 1703, and 
again during the Napoleonic wars in the 
early part of the present century, landed 
troops in Portugal to drive out Spanish 
and French invaders. Tn 1820 Eng ish 
soldiers were once more despatched to 
Lisbon in response t<> appeals for assist- 
ance from the Portuguese government, 
nnd in 1833 the English fleet, under Ad- 
miral Nnpier, captured the insurgent 
navy, nnd thus restored the power of 
Queen Maria Delia Gloria, 

About two years ago another and sup- 
plementary treaty was concluded between 
Portugal and England, the stipulations 
of which have never yet been officially 
published either nt Lisbon or London, but 
which nre known in diplomatic circles 
to comprise an undertaking on the part 
of England to re-establish Portugal finan- 
cially, and to safeguard the throne from 
attacks, not only from without, hut also 
from within— that is. to protect it from 
any danger resulting from an internal 
revolution. In return England received 
the right to embark troops stores and mu- 
nitions at any point on Portuguese terri- 
tory in Africa and to keep them there, 
or else to convey them across Portuguese 
territory to any point that she might see 
it. irrespective of the question as to u ne- 
ther she was at war with any third pow- 
er. Tlrs treaty is virtually tic same 
which ' e late Sir Robert Mnrier negoti- 
ated a ' signed in 1S70 at Lisbon, but. 
which did not receive at the time the 
ratificati m of the Portuguese Cortes. 
When a year nfterward the Lisbon gov- 
ernment secured the legislative majority 
necessary to pass it. which, it is need- 
less to sny. was n Liberal administra- 
tion, turned a deaf ear to Sir Robert 
Mnrier's entreaties and gave him to un- 
derstand that it was not worth bothering 
any more about the matter. Fortunately 
Lord Salisbury repaired this neglect, car- 
ried out the project of Sir Robert Mnr- 
ier and secured the ratification of the 
Portuguese Cortes to tlie instrument, 
which enabled the English government 



last spring to land Gen. Sir Frederick 
Oarrington and his army at Beiru for the 
purpose of occupying the northern fron- 
tiers of the Transvaal, and thus cutting 
off any Roor trek in that direction. 
With regard to the financial foatures of 
this treaty, concerning which less is 
known, they wen; briefly, yet significant- 
ly, referred to by King Carlos, when dur- 
ing the course of an address to the 
cortes be mentioned that the agreement 
was destined to serve "our economic re- 
generation," while the recent improve- 
ment in the national finances of Portugal 
nnd the marvellous facility and rapidity 
with which she paid off the Delugon Bay 
railroad award the other day bear but 
one explanation when One recalls the 
hopelessly bankrupt condition of the Lis 
bon treasury a little over two years ago, 
namely, that England, in accordance to 
the terms of what is known as the Mortp- 
treaty, has come to the pecuniary .assist- 
ance of her ancient ally. 

The question will naturally arise as to 
why, with all these treaties of alliance in 
existence, England should have refrain- 
ed throughout the recent war in South 
Africa from occupying Lorenzo Mnrquoz 
through which Portuguese port the Boers 
received from Europe not only much of 
the material that enabled them to carry 
on tile campaign, hut likewise reinforce- 
ments in the shape of volunteers, in 
order to explain this, it is necessary to 
draw attention to the fact that at the 
outset of tlie war there was 
for a time very serious danger 
of foreign intervention, for which 
Great Britain was but ill-prepared. Lord j 
Salisbury therefore considered it policy j 
to avoid so far as possible giving any 
sort of pretext to the continental powers; 
to even question the action of Great Bri- 
tain, and ho finally realized that an 
English seizure and occupation of Dela-; 
goa Bay, would furnish a prelev; ofi 
this kind' ami might afford both U j 
France and to Russia a plausible ground j 
for demanding an international congress 
to consider the whole South African 
question, which scheme if rejected, would 
have placed England in a position of 
hostility toward tlie entire concert of 
Europe. Then, too, there were the na- 
tional susceptibilities of the Portuguese 
themselves to be considered, especially 
ns there is in Portugal a strong Repub- 
lican element which regiuals with dis- 
favor the English proclivities of the 
crown and government; and it must be 
confessed that the moment would have 
been il! chosen for Great Britain to have 
been caller, upon to despatch once more 
troops and ships to the Tngus for the! 
protection of the reigning dynasty; 
against an insurrection. Rather than I 
confront possibilities such as these. Lord 
Salisbury preferred to take no steps 1 
whatsoever with regard to the source of! 
supplies, until complete victory was as-; 
stired, and Pretoria had been occupied 
by Lord Roberts. 

That the Boers should have been per-; 
mitted by the Portuguese to receive war 
materials and reinforcements via Dela- 
goa Bay is attributable partly to the; 
circumstance that Portuguese colonial ot- 1 
ficials are ill-paid and corrupt, and partly! 
too, tn the disconcerting fact that when 
just before the beginning of the war the; 
Portugese governor of Lorenzo Marque/; I 
stopped for a time the conveyance of 
guns and ammunition for the Boers via; 
Delagoa Ray, on the ground that they] 
were avowedly for use against tlie Eng- 
lish, bis friendly intentions were f rus- 1 
trated by the pro-Boer premier of Cape 
1 Colony, who permitted President Kruger 
to import into the Transvaal by way of 
Capetown and over British territory the' 
the ordnance anil war material which; 
the Portuguese authorities had declined 
to admit at Lorenzo Marqnez. This nat- 
urally discouraged the Portuguese, and | 
reverses which England sus- 1 
the early stages of the cam- 
tended to still further diminish 
eagerness tn fsvoi the British at 
xpense of the Transvaal, which, 
its frontier less thnn forty miles 
Delagoa Bay, and connected wi'h 
the latter by railroad, constituted a very, 
serious menace. Indeed, the Portuguese;

There are duels every week in I aris. 
Sword, saber and pistol tire at work amid 
a point-of-honor population of army oth- 
cers, journalists, politicians and young 
men. How comes it, then, that they so. 
seldom get hurt? tt , , . ! 

When Lieut. Flury-Herard had his 
nrm almost, hacked off by Lieut. Auriol at 
Melun last week there rose a cry of nor- , 
ror from all France. In modern 1< rench 
duels it is unusual to get hurt, because 
of certain humane frauds practiced in 
the interests of life and integrity of mem- ■ 
hers. ! 

"If I had been there to arrange it tlie | 
meeting would have passed harmlessly, j 
mourned Daniel Clcutier, nf the Intrnnsi- , 
Scant, testifying a* a duel expert nt the 
trial of a recent tragic "accident ; and 
ho proceeded to give the judges a fewj 
examples of benevolent trickery. Un ; 
this ocension there rose a cry of laughter; 
in nil France. But the cause was soon 
forgotten, and the good people continue] 
to hug nji illusion. 

The usual "exchange of balls without 
result" of pistol duels does not have its 
explanation— as has been so often inslnu-| 
ated bv the French themselves— m the 
employment of false bullets. Dork bul-, 
lets belong to the infancy of the art. I 
Trick bullctc, composed of an alloy ot 
mercury and lead, are not unknown to 
the armuriers of Paris. In weight and 
general appearance they are almost per- 
fect counterfeits, except for n slightly, 
silver shade and greasy touch, though 
heavv a.nd solid looking, they do not re- 
sist the first blow of the ramrod, which 

„»>■ 



pulverizes them. It ought to be stated 
In this connection that in Franco pistol 
duels are never with revolver-., or pistols 
requiring cartridges. Cartridges, being 
made up beforehand, with tludr charges, 
etc., concealed, do not present the neces- 
sary guarantees. 1'istol duels are fought 
with old-fashioned dueling pistols, per- 
cussion caps and muzzle-loading, with 
measured charges and compared bulls. In- 
deed, it is not unusual for the seconds to 
agree on some celebrated fli'mairier, like 
Gastine-Rcunette, who shall furnish a 
sealed box of weapons, to be opened only 
on the held of honor. In it are to be 
found two pistols, sealed nnd certified, n 
number of charges of powder, sealed and 
certified, n.nd the same number of bullets 
—sealed and certified. Tni-kery would 
seem impossible. 

In spite of these precautions tlie bene- 
volent fraud goes on. There are usually 
four seconds, two for each combatant. 
As it is easier for two good men to come 
to an understanding than four, the pair 
that has agreed to prevent bloodshed 
manages to take charge of the loading, 
while their confreres are listening to the 
last, nervous Recommendations of the 
principals. The most frequent trick is 
to hare n pocketful of real bullets of n 
little smaller caliber than the pistol em- 
ployed. A child could effect the substi- 
tution. Such bullets, at their best, can 
not be sped with n force sufficient to pene- 
trate the cothing of the victims ' should 
they reach them, because too much of 
the' gas generated by the exploding pow- 
er will have escaped around, the looso- 



complished authority and the author of 
four different manuals of duelling, as 
sure a device as any is to "ram down a 
wad without any ball at all." 

"Which do you prefer?" one of his 
seconds nsked a frightened duelist, "the 
dueling sword or pistols at twenty 
paces '!" 

"The dueling sword at twenty paces, 
was the answer. "Von can make a good 
comparison of modern fencing and mod- 
ern warfare." I heard n well-known inal- 
tro d'armes say :M the Automobile Club's 
lust "fencing evening." "In the curly 
part of the century deaths on the dueling 
ground hud become so frequent that the 
judicial repression ot the duel threaten- 
ed to become a fact. How is it at the 
present day humanitarians do not con- 
tinue to exercise themselves over the mat- 
ter'.' There is no law against dueling 
ill Franco. The evolution of fencing on 
the field of honor has rendered it un- 
necessary." 

Surprised to hear an adept speak so 
openly, I bogged him to go on with the 
comparison. 

"In modern fencing the practice of at- 
tacking the extremities has become so 
universal that, joined to a lively senti- 
ment of distance, it has reduced the 
sword duel to little more than a hygienic 
exercise." 

"Good gracious!" 

"It has often been said of duels, ns of 
warfare, that the whole modern tendency 
is against too quickly coming into con- 
tact — that the prudent adversary, who de. 
sires to be victorious, ought always to be 
on guard against the impulses of a too 
chivalrous courage whose results might 
lie fatnl. To continue the comparison: 
.lust as battles are now fought at great- 
er and greater distances, so is the duel 
with fencing swords. The practice of 
attacking the extremities had its great I 
impulse in the teaching of the 'philan- 
thropic' maatre d'armes, Jacob, who was 
the first to formulate a complete theory] 
of it. 

"In Jacob's lessons the attack on the 
extremities — thnt is to say, the part of j 
your opponent's body thnt is nearest to I 
you, the hand, the wrist, the head or the i 
leg— had its application in the case of an 
inexperienced combatant, huving only 
time to take two or three lessons before 
'going ma' to meet, often, a 
practiced swordsman; when one 
of the combatants docs not w-ish i 
to wound his adversary in the | 
body, either out of the goodness of his I 
lietu't or the prudent consideration of] 
avoiding risk to his own body, and, in. 
the case of expert fencers, ns a false at- 
tack. At that time the modern 'game 
where all counts' was not at all usual in 
the fencing practice of Paris. Jacob's 
students, therefore, had great chances 
against, adversaries otherwise their su- 
periors when it came to the duel itself. 
Their hund-auii-arni pricks caused num- 
berless disagreeable surprises to those 
who in their fencing practice had not 
been in the habit of 'counting' such 
touches. 1

whole of his method, has now become so. 
universal and so exaggerated in the fenc- 
ing schools that there are astonishing, 
numbers of amateurs of no great repu- 
tation at all who can, nevertheless, pink 
their adversary on the hand and forearm 
at will and with absolute precision," con.- 
tinued my informant. "At the same time 
they take particular care not to be touch- 
ed on the hand or forearm. The inces- 
sant maintenance of the point in line— 
hack stepping preferred to parrying— the 
sword held far outstretched in the ttnn, 
mobile, retreating, but still point in Line, 
is the other great distinguishing feature 
of the school. It counts in general more 
on the errors of the adversary than on 
its own offensive means. Its chief dan- 
ger is tha.t an excitable opponent should 
spit himself on tliut outstretched point 
bv running up against it in his hurry." 

This new sword play— which has, at 
least the merit of so often winning the 
game— ends the duel regularly in little 
pricks of the less prudent adversary's 
hand or forearm. The merciful condi- 
tions of modem sword duels contribute 
to the result. A large space of ground 
is grunted to the duelists in which to 
perform their sneaking-awny evolutions, 
only one minute each— Assured prudence 
and coolness. The interdiction of the 
corps-ti- corps is a great safeguard. 
Above nil the slopping of the combat at 
the first scratch clinches the safety of 
the modern sword duel. It is so much 
the case that the Academic d'Armcs has 
thought of proposing- n special dueling

The parlor is the grandest room in 
most modern houses. But m.v grand- 
mother did not live in a modern house. 

She lived in a very old fashioned farm 
house, ami in that house the kitchen 
was, in my boyish estimation., by far 
the grandest room. 

The parlors were usually closed and 
darkened, for only on great occasions 
were tbey used. But the kitchen was in 
use every day in the year, and it was 
always a pleasant room to be in. Every- 
body, even to the dog, enjoyed being in 
it. 

' How many delightful memories cluster 
nround that old farmhouse kitchen, for 
I was the oldest grandchild, and I spent 
a good deal of time there as a petted 
guest.

It is not so only bemuse the plant 
row in operation is one of the largest 
and most modern in the world, hut be- 
cause it mutt eventually control the iron 
and stee! trade of the world. Iron ore 
smelted at Pittsburg comes to the works 
burdened with a charge of over !fa for 
freight alone besides which there is the 
charge on the finished product for trans- 
portation to tide water. Yet the 1 ltts- 
burg manufacturers can compete suc- 
cessfully with European manufacturers 
in the products of Iron and steel. At 
Sydney the ore is laid down burdened 
by a total charge for mining and 
freig'ht of $1 a ton; and this is done at 
no counterbalancing cost for transport- 
ing flux and fuel, which exist on the 
spot at Sidney. Not only so but so far 
us exports of finished material are con- 
cerned Sydney itself is on tide water 
with excellent hnrborage. It is evident 
therefore that Canada is destined to_ oc- 
cupy a commanding position in the iron 
and steel trade so far as the Atlantic 
seaboard is concerned. The special in- 
terest to British Columbians is that pre- 
ciselv similar conditions of economic su- 
porioritv exist with reference to iron on 
the Pacific seaboard ns compared with 
the resources of the United States. 
Doubtless there is plenty of iron in the 
States of Washington and Oregon. But 
there is none so easily mined and trans- 
ported as exists on the inlands and brok- 
en sen shore of British Columbia. The 
great resources of the East have long 
lain dormant and the great resources of 
tihe West in this respect will long lie 
dormant, or nt most lie exploited 
maintain nn iron and steel industry lo- 
cated in the United States, -unless wo 
are alive to our opportunities and set 
our own shoulders to the industrial 
Wheel. 

SURELY AN ERROR. 
T noticed in nil interview with Mr. Mc- 
Gregor, the inspector of mines, publish- 
ed in the Times a few days ago that he 
was made to say that there were now 
ten shipping mines in British Columbia. 
The numeral was published in figures 
and is doubtless nil accidental mistake, 
probably for one hundred, although that 
again IooUn like a slight overstatement. 
The trouble about such an error is that 
the interview is clipped by exchanges or 
cut out by an occasional correspondent 
and sent abroad. Abroad it is quoted as 
official. I fully expect to see a month 
from now in the Financial News or the 
London Mining Journal or the Colonial 
Goldfields Gazette some such paragraph 
as the following: "Mr. McGregor ,pro- 
-vincinJ inspector of mines is authority 
for the statement that there are ten 
shipping mines in British Columbia.' 
As a matter of fact on a rough estimate 
I should say that the average monthly 
list of mines milking shipments is about 
-10, and that the totaJ number of mines 
having made shipments last year nt any 
time through the yc.tr is between SO and 
00. If the month of January. 1001, b 
taken, from memory and :i jotting o 
two I can count 52 mines that I know to 
ha.ve made shipments since the begin 
ning of tlx; year. The Hall Mines 
Hinelter received ore during the month 
from 34 different properties. 

THE HALT; MIXES SMELTER. 

The Hall Mines smelter at Nelson is 
enjoying a period of great prosperity. 
The tonnage treated during .Tnmiarv ex- 
ceeded that of the previous month by 
030 tons and it hits contracts on hnnd 
which will keep it busy for a long time 
to come, in f;n-t n second stack will lie 
blown in very shortly.
